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Railroads' Proposal Submitted To Trainmen 


EIGHT HOUR PRINCIPLE 


BASIS OF NEGOTIATIONS 


Washington, D. C.,'August 15.—As the heads of the railroad 


brotherhoods assembled at the White House at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon for their second conference with President Wilson, there were 
expressions of doubt among officials close to the situation over 
whether the men would accept the proposal of the railroads made 
to the president earlier in the day by the managers' committee. 


The railroads propose, it was understood, to grant the basic 


eight hour day and leave the question of its application to be di- 
rected by some commission. 


The heads of the brotherhoods said before going to the presi- 


dent's conference that they themselves could not pass upon such a 
proposition but would have to refer it back to the general commit- 
tee of union heads in Hew York.. 


As they entered the president's room, however, the union lead- 


ers gave outward evidence of pessimism. 


It was apparent that the feeling of optimism which prevailed 


when yesterday's conference closed had mysteriously been dissi 
pated today and that all recognized the situation as more grave.

WHEN AN 


ITALIAN WARSHIP BLOWS UP 


Paris, August 15—The Italian dreadnaught, Leonardo Da Vinci, caught fire and blew up in the harbor of Taranto, Italy, 


and three hundred of her crew were drowned, says a Turin dispatch to the Petit Journal. The date of the disaster is given only as a 


The fire, says the dispatch, was discovered in the dreadnanght's kitchen and spread rapidly. The captain immediately or- 


dered the magazines flooded and tried to beach the battleship but one magazine eroded before this could be done. The vessel was 
turned over on her side and a large number of the crew were thrown into the water. It is believed that the battleship can be right- 
ed and refloated. 


The Leonardo Da Vinci was a sister ship of the Conte Di Cavour and of the Giulio Cesare and was launched in October, 1911. 


Her displacement was 22,000 tons and sne was 575% feet long, 91% feet beam and carried a total company of 957 men. Her main 
battery consisted of thirteen 12-inoh guns and her secondary battery to stand off torpedo attack was composed of eighteen 4.7 inch 
guns. Her engines were of 24,000 horsepower designed to develop a speed of 22.5 knots an hour.

KAISER VISITS VARIOUS FRONTS 


Berlin, August 15.—(Via London)—Having returned 


from the Somme region. Emperor William has gone to the 
eastern front, says an official statement issued here today. 


London, August 15.—Emperor William is again on the eastern 


front where the Austro-German armies are struggling desperately 
to withstand the heavy strokes of the Kussians in Oalicia and Vol- 
hynia. In the latter region the opposing forces apparently are at a 
standstill but in Galicia the onward sweep of General Brussiloff's 
forces is continuing with rapidity. 


The Zolta Lipa line to which the Austrian! fell back after the 


forced evacuation of their positions along the Stripa, is apparent- 
ly not destined to hold for any length of time. Petrograd today 
reports the Kussians crossing to the western banks of' the Zlota- 
Lipa river at some points, thus menacing the flank of General Von 
Bothmer's lines elsewhere along that stream. 


GENERAL LETCfflTZKY CONTINUES ADVANCE 


Further south General Letchitzky is continuing his advance be- 


low Halicez across the Bystritza-Slotovina line, while to the north 
the Russians are moving along the Upper Stripa upon the new posi- 
tions west of the Teuton's old line.

The Germans did not long hold the trenches recaptured from 


the British northwest of Pozieres on the Somme front, according to 
the British war office which today reports the clearing of the Ger- 
mans from nearly all the trenches in that region in which they 
gained a footing Sunday 


The French in the Verdun region have resumed their ham- 


mering tactics and according to Paris have recaptured German 
trenches in the Vaiix-Fleury sector east of the Mouse to a depth 
of 100 yards along a 300 yard front. 


Rome announces further advances for the Italian! in their 


campaign on the Carso Plateau, southeast of Gorizia. The official 
bulletin chronicles the capture of Austrian entrenchments in that 
region and also positions further north, east of Gorizia. 


The Italian navy has lost one of its big dreadnaughts, ac- 


cording to a Turin despatch through Paris, which tells of the blow, 
ing up of the 22,000 ton Leonard Da Vinci in Taranto harbor as the 
result of a fire.

He 
ii a soldier of the dashing sort and before he became famous over- 
night was heralded among the army for his dashing and graceful 
riding and was something of a favorite. While he has so instan- 
taneously won fame as a commanderUhere are 
scores of others 


that, quite prohably, could have done equally as much under sim- 
' jlar circumstances. The Russian army is simply rejuvenated. That 


means it has fceen better,drilled and, above all things, better equip- 
ped, tines it was driven from Austrian dominion^ lost year. Besides 
that the Teutons can no longer bring up anything like man to man 
to face their enemies. Both on the south and the west the al- 
lies are hurling four men against Germany and Austria, where last 
year, there was only one, compelling them to fight in a way back to 
back.- Italy is putting hundreds of thousands into the fray and 
England, at last quite ready, is bringing up hundreds of thousands 
more, while Russia is adding millions. Prance is not able to swell 
her armies to such material extent, but her soldiers are fighting 
with their natural dash and, to the surprise of the world, with a 
iteadfastnesi and an endurance of which they were not thought 
eaDable. This makes the brunt fall heavy on 
Germany .every- 


where, lecauM loth Austria and Turkey 
are manifesting them- 


•elves altogether incapable of bearing their share. As things go, 
these conditions make General Broussiloff none the less the hero 
of the day, but they do present less difficulty to him in enacting 
the role of one. And maytbe, after all, his triumphs are not of such 
magnitude as proclaimed. A Russian advantage 
at arms never 


loses magnitude in the telling from Petrograd, and, with all said 
and done his chief achievement is keeping up such a front that no 
material aid can be sent by his enemies to the western contingent.

Paris, August 15—The Italian dreadnaught, Leonardo Da Vinci, caught fire and blew up in the harbor of Taranto, Italy, and three hundred of her crew were drowned, says a Turin dispatch to the Petit 


Journal. The date of the disaster is given only as a day in August. 


The fire, says the dispatch, was discovered in the dreadnaught's kitchen and spread rapidly. The captain immediately ordered the magazines flooded and tried to beach the battleship but one magazine exploded before this could be done. The vessel was 


turned over on her side and a large number of the crew were thrown into the water. It is believed that the battleship can be righted and refloated.

Her displacement was 22,000 tons and she was 575% feet long, 
91% feet beam and carried a total company of 957 men.

tery to stand off torpedo attack was composed of eighteen 4.7 inch 


guns. Her engines were of 24,000 horsepower designed to develop 
a speed of 22.5 knots an hour.

Strange talcs are told a'bout Gehoral Alexis 
Broussiloff, the 


general who is leading the Russians in the onward sweep towards 
I.emberg. One runs to the effect that he is an Englishman, a dis- 
graced officer, who' ran away from Canada to escape military dis- 
grace for some offense or other. This, like most of the stories 'told 
about, him, is a mere instance of that romanticism that ever glamors 
the martial chieftain. The real facts about Broussilofl! seem to be 
that he is a native Russian of superior education and ability. 
He 


is a soldier of the dashing sort and before he became famous over- 
night was heralded among the army for his dashing and graceful 
riding and was something of a favorite. 
While he has so instan- 


taneously won fame as a commander there are 
scores of others 


that, quite probably, could have done equally as much under sim- 
ilar circumstances. The Russian army is simply rejuvenated. That 
means it' has been better drilled and, above all things, better equip- 
ped, since it was driven from Austrian dominions last year. Besides 
tliat the Teutons can no longer 'bring up anything like man to man 
to face their 
enemies. 
Both on the south and the west the al- 


lies are hurling four men against Germany and Austria, where last 
year, there was only one, compelling them, to fight in a way back to 
hack. Italy is putting hundreds of thousands into the fray and 
England, at last quite ready, is bringing up hundreds of thousands 
more, while Russia is adding .millions. France is not able-to swell 
her armies to such material extent, 'but her soldiers are 
fighting 


with their natural dash and, to the surprise of the world, with a 
steadfastness and an endurance of which they were not thought 
capable. This makes the brunt fall heavy on 
Germany 
every- 


ivliere, because both Austria and Turkey 
are manifesting them- 


selves altogether incapable of bearing their share. As things go, 
fhcse conditions make General Broussiloff none the less the hero 
of the day, but they do present less difficulty to him in enacting 
the role of one. And maybe, after all, his triumphs are not of such 
magnitude as proclaimed. A Russian advantage

loses magnitude in the telling from Fetrograd, and, with all said 


and done his chief achievement is keeping up such a front that no 
material aid can be sent by his enemies to the western contingent.
